Water Restriction. 

Tho majority’ of Chinese residents 
pproachcd by the China Mail in on 
endeavour ‘to ascertain the Chinese 
opinion on the water question after 
the statement made by the .Water 
Authority ond published in Tues- 
‘day's issue, seem to think that they 
were neodieel disappointed. It was 

inted out that the Government 
fd practically stated that the 
chsnces of removal of the present |; 
restrictions. would be rosy if another 
ten inches of rain fell. The Tain 
has come. Also, according ‘to. the 
figures issued by the Observatory, 
this year’s rainfall is not far behind 
the average. We have previously 
preferred to the facte that the 
majority of the uneducated Chinese 
believe that the restrictions were 
being continued with qa view to 
making the Chinese accept: the ‘pro- 
poral to instal metera ju the rider- 
main districts.

>The local arms evil having be- 
come steadily worse, culminating 

‘in Tuesday's sensational murder in 
Queen’s Road Central, the Gov- 
ermment has’ decided to take 

_ sterner measures against persons 
found in unlawful possession of 
arms, These measures, -which 
include ten years’ hard Iabour 
and flogging, are outlined 
in the following letter the ‘‘ China 
Mail” received this afternoon 
from the Colonial Secretary (the 
Hon. Mr, A. G. M. Fletcher, 
C.M.G,, O.B.E.) :— 

Sir,—I am directed to state that 

the Government proposes to bring 

- before the Legislative Council at 
au early date a bill which will ine 
crease very considerably the penal- 
ties for the unauthorised possession 
or carrying of arms, 

It is the intention to provide that 
allcases shall come before a Judge 
of the Supreme Court, that the 
maximum penalty shall be inereas- 
ed to imprisonment with hard 
labour for a period of ten years, 
and that the punishment of fogging 
with the cat shall be added. 

When the bill becomes law, its 
provisions will be enforced imme- 
diately and with the utmost rigour. 


Permits to possess and carry arms 
for lawful purposes are issued in 
the discretion of the Captain Sup- 
erintendent of Police, and all 
members of the Community are 
warned of the most serious, con- 
sequences which will attend the 
possession or carrying of arms for 
any purpose whatsoever, unless a 
permit has been granted.

Strong comment was passed by 
Mr. F.C. Jenkin, barrister-at-law, 
on the action of Mr, D. Burlingham, 


Assistant Superintendent of Police,

of accepting bribes was heard 
“against a senior Sikh police officer. 
In the witness-box, Mr. Burling- 
ham stated that on August I a 
‘number of ricshas came to the: 
Central Station and reported cer- 
‘rain incidents. In consequence, 
ithey were each given 20 cents 
marked money and told to infringe 
the traffic regulations ‘outside the 
“Sincere Company Store on’ the 
following day at mid-day, by 
squatting “it the side of the road for 
aspecified time. The Ticshas were 
sto be placed in such a position that 
they could be seen by Mr, Burling= 
ham and Police Sergeant Elston, 
who were to be in hiding near by. 
it was known that the Indian 
Sergeant would pass along this 
portionof the road and what action 
he would take would be witnessed 
by the Police Officers. : 

Cross-examined by Mr.Jenkin,Mr. 
Burlinghamn said that accused had 
over 20 years’ service in the Force 
and previous to that*had served 10 
years inthe military. Witness also 
siid that accused could get his 
pension at the end of the month 
and that he had ‘intended to retire. 
He had been commended on four 
occasions ye C.S.P. and once 

HE. the Governor, 
iy Mr. Jenkin: Was this scheme 
engineered entirely asthe result of 
your own personal activities ?-- 
Entirely. :

And were you prepared to pay 
the maxium amornt of 50 cents ?-— 
The reason for paying the 30 cents 
is this; if I was taken to the Police 

* Court I might be fined $3. It is 
cheaper to pay 30 cents—(laughter), 

You are getting “pretty fed up” 
with being fined?—-Of course I was 
feeling “ pretty fed up.” 

The other ricsha cool’e (cross 
examined .by Mr. Jenkin). was 
asked: If he (defendant) is taken 
off this duty you will be very 
pleased about it, won’t you?—If he 
docs not summon me_I will be 
pleased. . : :

Detective Sergeant Elston, who 
was concealed in a house opposite 
to Sincere’s when the incident was 
going on, then'gave evidence. He 
deposed to taking the marked coins 
from accused's handafter the latter 
had taken them out from his 
trousers:pocket, Mention was also 
made of ontries in accused's note- 
book which did not tally with

The shipping trade of Japan ts 
going to the .wall, says ‘the 
Yamato as translated by . the 
Japan Chronicle. Over 60 per tent. 
of the raw silk outward bound was 
carried by foreign vessels during 
the first six months of ‘this year, 
To be precise, 39 vessels operated 
by the Canadian Malt, the Admiral 
Line, and the Pacific Mail got 
50% per cent. of the: whole 
quantity, whereas 42 owned by the 
N.Y.K., the O.S.K. and the T-K.K. 
obtained only 39.1 per cent The 
former group carried 17,929 passen- 
gers from Japan, while 9,1§3 went 
by the latter, No less ¢! 10,251 
persons came by the foreign com- 
panies mentioned and 6,854 by the 
Japanese. This unpopularity of 
the Japanese ships is attributed to 
the quality of the vessels, If this 
drift continues, the paper zays, 80 
per cent. of the trade will fall into 
the hands of foreign liners. The 
authorities recommend the build- 
ing of fine ships and the amalgama- 
tion of the companies, i 

PACIFIC FREIGHTS. 

An increasing importation of 
wheat and lumber from the Pacific 
Coast has brought a slight advance 
in freight rates, -Lumber is quoted 
at $1 and wheat at $6. In conse 
quence large yessels that had been 
withdrawn from ocean transporta- 
tion for the lumber trade on the 
coasts are again being sent across 
the Pacific. Wheat freight from the 
North American Pacific Coast to 
Europe is firm, 38s. being quoted. 

SHIPBUILDING INDUSTTRY 
REVIVING, . 

On the idea that shipbuilding 
costs have reached bottom, the 
leading steamship companies have 
begun planning the building of 
new vessels, aspreviously reported 
in the Japan Chronicle: In consc- 
qutence the industry has taken 9 
tum for the better. The report of 
the Osaka Iron Works shows that 
during the first half-year of 1922 
. the firm constructed 4 boats witha 
tonnage of 700, In the latter half- 
‘year 15 were built with a tonnage 
of 2,800, For the first half of 1923 
the company reported 9 boats with 
B,q00 tons, consisting of small 
freight-passenger boats, trawlers 
and refrigerators.

The question of the double taxa~ 
tion of the foreign firm—irst in its 
own country and then inEngland=~ 
has been dealt with recently by an 
international‘commission, the find- 
ings of which have not yet been 
announced. - ; 

The two particular firms in the 
present case will have ample 
opportunity to contest the assess- 
ment.
